Dimitry signs 
activity budget

President John Dimitry has signed the 
proposed Student Activities budget for 
1979. The $95,000 budget is a rollback of 
$23,000 from last year’s Activities 
allotments. The allocations had been 
previously approved by both the student 
council and the executive staff council of 
Northern Essex. 


In the budget allocation it appeared that 
Sports got off the lightest in the rollbacks. 
The only additional allotment made by 
President Dimitry was $207 that he 
attached to the Men’s_ Basketball 
apropriation before signing. 

Fine Arts, Contemporary Affairs, and 
non-sports clubs were among the heaviest 
hit. The Drama Club budget was slashed 

in half, the U.N. trip (a Contemporary 
Affairs activity) is in danger of 
- cancellation. The dance club was 
drastically reduced among others. 

The trend in the cutbacks appeared to 
be that Sports would enjoy a healthy 
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future through somewhat trimmer and 
the Liberal Arts activity will be asked to 
eat bread and drink water. 

The process by which the budget was 
initially okayed and arrived at is under 
fire by some club advisors. The Student 
Council meeting that approved the budget 
was held on Saturday evening, January 20 
with what some advisors feel was little or 
no notice. Some advisors wanting to 
represent their activities at that meeting 
a pete of the meeting on January 


The council had felt that the original 
submitted club budgets were inflated. 

The administration received the pro- 
posed budget into executive staff council 
(composed of the four deans and the 
chairman of Academic Affairs among 
others) with the final result being, what 
comptroller Joe Brown called, the finest 
budget ever presented, according to an 
administrative source. 


Dimitry meets 


with Gov. King

President John Dimitry attended a 
_ meeting with Gov. Ed King last Saturday. 
The meeting was called by the governor 
for presidents of all the public colleges and 
universities in Massachusetts. 
Speculation has it that King will subject 
the colleges to budget cuts of 3 per cent in 
salaried help (through attrition) and 3 per 
cent in overall budget cost-cuts. 
President Dimitry expressed concern 
before the meeting that the governor 
would make the cost cuts across the board 
instead of on a reform basis designed to 
trim the unnecessary fat. 
The Secretary of Education (Mass.) sent 
a memo last week to the community 
colleges announcing the proposed twin 3 
per cent cuts. 
Dimitry, when asked, expressed no real 
displeasure with the King administra- 
_ tion’s new education policy. He hopes that

the plans for a new Fine Arts building will 


- finally be realized under Gov. King’s 


tenure, as opposed to Gov. Mike Dukakis’ 
term which saw the Fine Arts package 
twice vetoed. 

The Fine Arts building would involve 
$5-6 million in federal funds and a 24 
month building schedule, President 
Dimitry hopes that on the appeal of the 
vital need to the community and the con- 
struction jobs it would create that the 
building package will be accepted. 

One aspect of the 3 percent staff 
reduction proposal is it is offset by a cor- 
responding 6-7 percent increase in salary 
to all union members as voted last 
November. The result of this is that the 
cumulative salary figure will exceed last 
year’s figure even with 3 per cent less 
staff.

Mandatory Insurance to be

If you are one of the 2,879 day students 
of Northern Essex Community College, 
you may end up paying $5.20 for accident 
insurance to a firm chosen by the 
Massachusetts community college system. 

The firm, identified as the Foundation 
Life Insurnace Co., makes an estimated 
$150,000 from annual premiums of 
community college students. Foundation 
Life currently holds a contract with the 
board and provisions of the contract 
mandate the individual student policies. 

The policy requiring all students to buy 
the insurance is being investigated by the 
Massachusetts attorney general’s office. 
John Montgomery, chief of the insurance 
division in the attorney general’s office 
says a potential problem with the Board of 
Community Colleges does exist. 

John Palmucci, dean of administration 
at Northern Essex, stated that the board 
has always required a policy of insurance 
for community college students: but the

cost began only as a mere $1.20. Palmucci 
went on to discuss that the mandatory 
insurance fee is paid for students on 
financial aid only, and almost half of the 
day students at Northern Essex receive 
financial aid. “If it becomes optional the 
costs would be greater,” he said. Many 
students at Northern Essex feel that their 
home policy is adequate enough to cover 
them but Palmucci feels that more 
coverage is available under the college 
policy. 

The investigation began when parents 
at Greenfield Community College chal- 
lenged the policy. 

Foundation Life has received the 
contract for the past four years because 
they have been the lowest bidder. But 
30,000 community college students will 
still be required to pay $5.20 to the firm 
whether or not they hold an outside 
policy. pee eee :

Leaking roofs hold up 


under storm

Although the situation of leaking roofs 
has been a grave problem at Northern 
Essex Community College in recent 
semesters, President Dimitry reports that 
only a few small leaks resulted in the 
latest downpour of rains. 

Dimitry says that an architectural firm 
has been chosen to perform the work 
necessary to temporarily solve the 
problem of the leaking roofs. The next 
step is to set up bid specifications for some 
roofing companies. Three-hundred thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated by the

legislature late last spring to cover the 
expenses for repairing all the buildings 
affected by the leaks, but the work has 
been held up due to the cold weather. 
Dimitry still anticipates that the work 
will be under way by this spring and 
should be close to completion by next fall. 
Although the funds provided for the 
construction job should be sufficient to 
cover the expenses, Dimitry says that the 
problem lies in the design of the roofs and 
therefore the possibility of future 
leakages can't be ruled out, even after the 
“patching” process has been completed.

The students, attending the Model U.N. 
at the Statler-Hilton in New York this 
coming April will be representing 
Luxembourg, one of the smallest nations 
in the world. 

Luxembourg has been a relatively 
independent duchy ever since the Middle 
Ages, although occassionally intimidated 
by Europe’s more powerful nations. Over 
the last century and a half, it has seen fit 
to link itself economically with its 
neighbors. It was a member-state of the 
Zoliverein during the nineteenth century 
and an economic partner of Belgium 
following World War I. It has been a 
member of the European Community 
(formerly known as the Common Market) 
since World War II. 

But, small though she is, Luxembourg 
has one vote in the U.N. General 
Assembly, as does everyone else. And, 


although she has an army of only 964 men, , 


she ranks as a partner in N.A.T.O. 
Moreover, the Parliament of the Europ- 
ean Community now has its permanent 
headquarters in the city of Luxembourg.

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Survey shows that Northern Essex 
students measure up in health efforts

Whenever I feel like exercise, I lie down 
until the feeling passes. - Robert M. 
Hutchins. 

Unfortunately, far too many Americans 
share this attitude. The daily tasks we 
perform no longer provide enough 
vigorous exercise to develop and maintain 
good muscle tone, recommended body 
weight, or cardiovascular fitness. There- 
fore, overall inactivity on the part of many 
Americans has resulted in what many 
experts have termed as “a massive 
nationwide physical fitness problem.” This 
statement has been backed by a number of 
facts and figures: 

1. Approximately 55 per cent of the 
deaths in the United States result from 
cardiovascular diseases, many of which 
are associated with obesity and inactivity. 

2. Obesity is a major health hazard. 
If all the deaths from cancer were 
eliminated, two years would be added toa 
man’s life span. If all the deaths related to 
obesity were removed, it is estimated that 
the life span would increase seven years. 
Some authorities indicate that life 


expectancy decreases approximately 1 per 
cent for each pound of excess fat carried 
by an individual between the ages of 
forty-five and fifty. 

3.[he common backache, although 
less dramatic than a heart attack, is 
usually a result of physical degeneration. 


Inactivity appears to be the culprit of 
America’s health problem. There is one 
bright spot in this cloud of desolation, for 
the college student at least. Experts claim 
that optimal physical activity is achieved 
during the school years. This means that 
the average college student is relatively in 
better shape than the rest of the 
population. However, don’t release your 


stomach in a sigh of relief yet, for 1f you as 
a student are inactive of overweight now, 
the chances are great that you will be 
headed towards obesity and future heart 
problems. 

Concerning the students of Northern 
Essex, a recent survey was taken 
regarding exercise and health on the 
NECC campus; the results reflect some 
interesting attitudes: 

Eight out of twenty students do not get 
any exercise at all (outside of daily 
activities. 

Hight out of twenty students get some 
type of exercise (outside of daily 
activities) at least once a week. 


Four out of twenty students get some 
type of exercise (outside of daily 
activities) every day. 

All that were interviewed agreed they 
could each-use more exercise, and all felt 
guilty about not doing so. Lack of time

was the most popular excuse for not 
exerting one’s self, with “just plain lazy” 
as second runner-up. 


Surprisingly enough, only six out of 
twenty students interviewed admitted to 
smoking cigarettes’ and approximately 
sixteen out of twenty were classified as 
weekend drinkers only, a far cry from the 
recent information released by the 
government on the nation’s drug problem. 

Hail, hail, NECC. Students, it seems 
that the majority of you are making an 
effort to stay in shape and maintain 
relatively good health. The interesting 
point here is that not more than two of the 
interviewed who did participate in an 
exercising program, did so on campus. 
There are numerous opportunities right 
here on campus to take advantage of in 
the way of exercising programs, and 
fitness education, not to mention the 
equipment available for independent exer- 


cising sessions. There is the track, the 
gym with basketball courts, the exercising 
room and the tennis courts, to mention but 
a few. 


In the area of more structured 
programs there ‘is the physical fitness 
program, run by Carl Beal, which provides 
‘important information on fitness and 


makes for interesting electives. 

The chance to get exercise is not out of 
reach. The human body is an intricate 
machine. The fact is, the body starts to 
grow old at an early age, and physical 
vitality begins to decrease at about age 
twenty, then at a more rapid rate, 
depending on the changing habits of 
individuals as they grow older. How long 
you retain your good health and youthful 
appearance depends greatly upon the 
exercising and health habits you develop 
now. Although it is sometimes difficult to 
motivate yourself and find the time, the 
physical and psychological satisfaction 
that can be obtained by keeping in good 
shape has been known to overcome the 
pain of motivation. 


The athletic program, directed by Jack 
Hess, gives those students interested in © 
competing with other colleges a chance to 
take a place on the varsity team. 

If you are looking for some exercise, but 
only have time during the activity period 
on Wednesday, then intramurals should 
provide you with the outlet you are 
looking for. This program is espec 
beneficial for those students who 
looking for a challenge and some exercise, 
but want to limit it to campus competition. 
This particular program is run by David 
Antaya, the director of intramurals. 
Information can be easily obtained by 
going to the gym and speaking to any one 
of these people.

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Permanent Charity Fund Transfer Scholarships

Planning on transferring? There are 
many otha that are available to 
broaden your horizons. 

You are eligible for the Permanent 
Charity Fund Transfer Scholarship 
Program provided you (1) are acceptable 
academically for transfer admission to the 
particular private Boston-area college 
participating in this transfer scholarship 
program; (2) are completing the two-year 
college associate degree graduation 
requirements; and (3) have applied 
through the normal application procedure 
of Financial Aid. There is no separate 
application for the Permanent Charity 
rund Transfer Scholarship Program. 

NECC student feedback has been 
favorable in regard to the program which 
is based on financial needs. Many students 
have received $1,000 awards through the 
program in their Financial Aid “package.” 

A few NECC graduates have indicated 
that, due to this scholarship, they have 
received full need payment. Others have 
said the program has made the difference 
financially so that they could attend the 
private college of their choice in the 
Boston area. Still others have said they 
had not qualified for Financial Aid at

An interesting point is the fact that all 
of the Permanent Charity Fund Scholar- 
ship money was not spent last year. This 
scholarship is realistic and attainable for 
you. It is based on financial need. Of 
course, you would have to apply and be 
accepted by the college of your choice. 

The Two Year College Transfer 
Program of the Permanent Charity Fund 
is designed to promote transfer activity 
between two year colleges and independ- 
ent four year schools in the Boston area. 
Through the program, up to $1,000 per 
needy transfer student is made available 
to qualifying four year schools. This 
money, combined with Federal Basic 
Educational Opportunity Grants, Massa- 
chusetts State Scholarships, and the 
colleges own resources often make 
transferring to an independent school 


economically feasible for a student who 


would not otherwise consider it.

An ASSOCIATE DEGREE will be 
transferred as a unit (providing you meet 
the requirements for admission) and 
applied towards a BACCALAUREATE 
DEGREE as the equivalent of 60 credit 
hours of undergraduate college-level 
study if the following courses are 
included: a. 6 credit hours of ENGLISH/- 
COMMUNICATIONS, b. 9 credit hours of 
BEHAVIORAL/SOCIAL SCIENCES, ec. 9 
credit hours of HUMANITIES/FINE

Furthermore, all ASSOCIATE DE- 
GREE holders accepted for the transfer 
under the Compact will be subject to no 
special requirements beyond those speci- 
fied as major department and/or 
graduation requirements for students who 
originally enrolled in that institution as 
freshmen. 

THEREFORE, IF YOU PLAN TO 
TRANSFER TO A STATE COLLEGE 
OR UNIVERSITY it is recommended 
that: 1. You complete your program and 
receive an A.A. or A.S. degree. 2. You 
include in your program the “COMPACT 
CORE” listed above. 

HUMANITIES COURSES INCLUDE: 
foreign languages, communication, phil- 
osophy, art, music, literature, and 
religion. 

SOCIAL SCIENCES COURSES _IN- 
CLUDE: anthropology, psychology and 
sociology, history, government, economics 
and geography.

“Boy shot with ‘bb’ gun” it read, going 
on to expain that no serious injuries 
resulted from the accident.

day? 


‘Many students who had made it in for 8, 9,

Hearings on federal 
loans for students 


A public hearing was held February 1 
at Boston University for comments on the 
issues and proposals related to federal 
programs being considered in the re- 
authorization of the Higher Education Act 
of 1965. 

Dr. John Silber, president of the 
University, said that. needy students 
should have federal assistance (FA) 
amounting up to $5,000. Silber was 
concerned with the plight of families 
earning $30,000 a year, families that could 
receive no F.A. He said if two or more 
children from these families wanted to go 
to college, it was almost impossible or 
very difficult for the family. 

Dr. Robert Evans Jr., Dean of Brandeis 
University, said that undergraduates 
should receive a single grant covering all 
student needs. 


Also students with the largest needs 
shouldn’t have to pay back the money and 
those with the lowest needs should 
receive no assistance. 

As for loans, the per cent of interest 
should depend on the post graduate job, 
not on the current family income. Evans 
said different loan programs should be 
coupled together in a single loan program. 
Also, loan repayments should be made 
through the IRS because unlike cars or 
houses that could. be repossessed if 
payments weren't made, an education 
once possessed can never be taken back.

Welsh holiday 


by Richard Mesle 


Prof. Richard Mesle was on leave last 
semester for a stay in the British Isles. 
The following excerpts are from his travel 
notebook. 

Two hundred and seventy three miles 
will take the traveler from Boston to 
Albany and up into the Cherry Valley 
between Utica and Syracuse in upstate 
New York. The same distance in the 
United Kingdom will reach from Bardsey 
Sound on the Irish Sea, through the 
mountains and Snowdonia in Wales, the 
heavily industrial midlands of England, 
and into the rich farmlands of Lincolnshire 
to the edge of the North Sea. 

Coming home to Waltham from the 
Welsh coast we drove through gentle 
river valleys full of grazing sheep, ragged 
black mountains of slate with a town 
crouched under stony cliffs, and mountain 
villages edged with fir trees and sparkling 
with waterfalls that pass under bridges 
built the year the Duke of Wellington 
defeated Napoleon at the battle of 
Watterloo. : 

North from Dylan Thomas country on 
the edge of the English Channel, the 
country combines some of the best of 
California coastline, Connecticut river 
valley farms, Colorado mountain towns, 
with Welsh castles called Harlech, 
Caernanon and Conwy. It also contains the 
university city of Aberystwyth, spread 
over sunlit hillsides above the town and 
overlooking the sea. Water provides much 
more than coal from its mines, choral 
groups that swell the rafters of churches, 
and town halls, on down to London and the 
Royal Albert Hall where a thousand or 
more voices join to share this rich heritage 
with the outside world. The National 
Library, situated on the university 
grounds, provides the visitor with a 

glimpse of the inner artistic and creative 


‘abilities of a people who work hard to 


retain their distinct language and customs 
in spite of all intrusions over the past two 
thousand years. 

Harlech Castle, built in 1283-90 A.D. is 
one of Edward I's great military projects 
in his conquest and settlement of Wales. 
In modern terms the cost is estimated at a 
million pounds, or two million dollars. It is 
in such monuments to man’s differences as 
to the form of government they will 
tolerate that we find the true “Open 
University” at which every passerby may 
study, and learn, without the hindrance of 
entrance examination and fees. Seven 
hundred years of history in one structure 
and a trip to the local library are the sole 
requirements -- a sense of awareness of 
the past and two feet to carry the student 
are the prerequisites for a course in which 
there is no exam and no grade except a 
new sense of self-satisfaction. 

Yhe rural countryside gives way with 
dramatic suddenness to neat rows of 
brick dwellings on a nearby ridge and our 
Welsh holiday is over. A few minutes later 
we move to 70 m.p.h. on the motorway 
that slices the past into sections just the 
right size for future visits and deeper 


appreciation of Roman, Saxon, Norman, | 


Medieval, and Modern eras. Yet the 
memories persist, quietly catalogued into 
color slides, postcards, booklets and that 
most remarkable of memory banks, the 
human mind. 


The melancholic brooding figure of 


Dylan Thomas appears to the imaginative 
viewer at the window of the small square 
boathouse where the Welsh poet wrote 
some of his mot important works. Even 
the strong off-shore winds and threat of 
misting rain did not detract from our visit 
to this once undistinguished ocean inlet. 


A long stone’s throw from the shell of 
Lougharne Castle and Pendine Lands is 
the cottage, while the boat house is 
perched along the now familiar path that 
looks out over the Tidal sweep and low 
lying coastline of Gower Peninsula 
southwest of Swansea on the English 
Channel. he 

It was here, in his early years, that 
Thomas recaptured A Child’s Christmas in 
Wales and described, in intricate patterns, 
life at Fern Hill. - 

“Now as I was young and easy the 
__ apple boughs 

about the lilting house and happy as 
__ the grass was greem” 

Later on he was to write the 
well-remembered Under Milkwood, Quite 
Early One Morning and Visit to America. 
During two evenings on BBC Television 
the full scope of Dylan Thomas's life and 


early death at 39 was given by those who 


knew him, and the Daily Post, the 
newspater for Wales, carried an interview 
with his wife Caitlin, commemorating the 
25 year period since his death in a New 
York hospital in 1953. She referred to 
their stormy sixteen years of marriage by 
calling him “. . . my endearing infidel . . .” 

When asked by a prospective publisher 


what he did for a living, the poet replied in . 


an even tone of voice: “I write poetry.” 
When we stopped for a cup of tea in 
Llandovery, after a climb in the brisk 
sunlight to inspect Carreg-Cennen castle, 
T found an easy half dozen books in the 
local bookstore dealing with separate or 
special aspects and his poems and stories. 
Three others were biographies. 

From the coastal castle towns that have 
now become summer resorts, we drove 
north and west to explore the Black 
Mountains and the Brecon Beacons. This 
is a wilderness area only an hour's travel 
from the vast industrial cities of Newport, 
Cardiff, Port Talbot and Swansea. In 

- these sprawling urban areas can be found 


the Ford plant that employs twenty 


thousand workers, the steel mill, and Los 
Angeles kind of smog blanketing the hills 
and valleys. In the green belt and moors 
and mountains just to the north there is a 
restful area of lakes and rivers for the 
thousands of city dwellers packed into a 
few square miles along the coastline. 

One wonders what Dylan Thomas might 
have written about Carreg-Cerrnen castle 
brooding on its lonely hilltop with not 
much more to do with the daily life that 
surrounds it than to note which fields 
were being plowed and count real sheep 
on restless nights whan a world of dreams 
return it to its once splendid towers and 
turrets before Christopher Columbus was 
born.

According to a nationwide survey of the 
U.P.I. bureau’s in the key states the Equal 
Rights Amendment coud be ratified if it 
survives critical votes in Illinois and 
Florida. 

Thirty-five of the needed 38 states have 
already ratified ERA. Last year Congress 
extended the seven-year period for 
ratification which originally ended March 
22, to June 30, 1982. 

Florida’s new Gov. Robert Graham is 
pushing for ratification. Earlier this 
month he said, “I am very committed to 
the Equal Rights Amendment and have 
for a number of years.”. 

ERA could easily pass the Florida 
House but the last count showed a 20-20 
split in the Senate. Sponsors. have
